Ottawa, Oct. 13. — Toronto's niggard- 
liness in voting only .foOO for the relief 
o( the Ruasell-Prescott fire suflerers has 
created mnch adverse comment.

LIKE PICKING A QUABBEL. 

United States Demanding Indemnity from 
Spain for a Cuban War Incident. 

Washington, Got. 12.— InstruotionB to 
Minister Woodford are being prepared 

at the state department for presentation 
to Spain for another demand for the im- 
mediate payment of the claim for in- 
liemnity made by Samuel T. Tolon. 

The original demand was presented to 
the Madrid government by Mr. Taylor, 
who has just retired from the ofEce of 
minister. He stated in stirring language 
that this government would expect Spain 
to pay the just claim of $50,000 as in- 
demnity for the Bufl'erings Mr. Tolon had 
endured, Spain's reply was that it was 
under no obligation to pay Tolon, and 
this haa been followed by another state- 
ment which declares that the action of 
the Spanish authorities was a guberna- 
tive measure, and Spain would be un- 
just to herself should elie indemnify 
Tolon. State department officials insist 
that the claim ia a just one, aud will 
continue to present it. 

Tolon was naturalized in New York 
city in 1878. He established a general 
business in Cardenas, Cuba, in 1890. 
He left Cardenaa for Havana September 
1 of last year, intending to sail for the 
United States. While on board the 
steamer Seneca he wna arrested by tho 
police authorities aud imprisoned for 
ten days in tho interior porch of the 
court yard of the police station. He 
was thrust into a amall, hot, filthy cell 
Septembar I'o, and deprived of all out- 
siile communication. He was returned 
to the interior porch September 21, and 
was deported to the United States seven 
day a later. iMr. Tolon haa also pending 
a claim for .'i;100,000, arising out of tne 
damage done to his property in Ouba by 
Spanish Boldiere. 



AN ABDUCTION STOKY. 

A Young Girl Taken lYom France Found in 

Chicago. 

Ni;w York, Oct. l;>.— Acting-Captain 
McUluskey of the detective bureau has 
discovered the whereabouta in Chicago 
of Louise Ripp, 16 years old, of Corbeil, 
near Paris, who was abducted in March 
last. Henri I'ailluseau, who was arrest- 
ed on liis arrival in Havre, was one of 
til" nion who abducted Mies Ripp. Paul- 
uopaii is wanted here fur the robbery of 
jewelry belnnging to Miss Day, owner of 
the yacht Svethiim. The trirl went to 
Paris to the Mardi Graa festival. Paul- 
ueeau and one i'ldoiiard drugged her and 
conveyed lier to iMieland and then to 
this city, I^ouiae fell ill while here and 
was taken to Saratoga to recuperate. 
Wlien she recovered sho was taken to 
Chicago by Euouard and placed in a 
house there. 



THE PBOFITS OF WAB. ^ 

A Spanisb Steamship Company Growing 
Kicb and Perliaps Callous Also. 

Madrid, Oct. 13.— The Cuban war 

may have ruined the islanda commer- 
cially and induatrially, but there are 
persons in Spain for whom tho bloody 
struggle has been boon. Tho Spanish 
trana-Atlantic Steamship Company has 
just declared a dividend of ,^22.-10 upon 
every share of -tlOO. The company's re- 
ceipts from the transportation of aoldiera 
ana war material since the beginning of 
the war exceed $14,000,000, but " regard- 
less of these enormous earnings," El Dia 
says, " the company neglects the service 
and docs not even place at the govern- 
ment's disposal the atcamera necessary 
to bring back to Spain all of the sick 
aoldiere in our Cuban army."

London, Oct. 13. — Mr. J. Ronuett Stan- 
ford, who has just returned from taking 
part in an expedition to Somaliland, 
brings news of the annihilation about 
the end of J une of an Abyssinian army 
of 3,000 men under the famous general 
Ras Makonnen. Only CO men escaped. 
Mr. Stanford said to-day : 

" While in the interior we came across 
a powerful Somali chief who had just re- 
turned from the fight. He told me that 
the Abyssinian force had been raiding 
down the Webb-shebeyli river nearly as 
far as the 45th parallel. The Somalia 
then overwhelmed them with large num- 
bers, allowing GO men to go back with 
the news of the defeat. Ras Makonnen 
waa killed during the battle. The affair 
occurred about one hundred miles from 
where we were. 

" The whole neighborhood ia etill 
greatly excited, and the possession of eo 
many Italian riOea by the Somalia ia 
evidence that the story told of the Abys- 
sinian defeat is true. The latest news 
from Harrar was that an Abyssinian 
army was being despatched against tho 
Somalia, who were eagerly anticipating 
another fight." 

In regard to the reported masEacre of 
the Cavendish expedition, Mr. Stanford 
e.aid : "There ""-e no expeditions in 
Somaliland to massacre. Peel, who was 
with me, ia away to the South. Lord 
Dolamere is at J.ake Rudolph; Major 
Macdonald is on the trade route towards 
Uganda; and Cavendish, when I last 
heard of him, was on the Kikuyuioad."

GOVEBNMEST OP THE YDKOX. 

United States Revenue Oiricers Point Out 
the Necessity f'ai' I\Iore OlTictals 
There. 

Washington, Oct. 12. — Information 

received at tho treasury depmtmeut 
from Captain Tattle, of the U. S. rvve- 
nue cutter Bear, now cruising in Aluakau 
waters, doea not present a very rosy de- 
scription of scenes aud prospects iu the 
Klondyke region. Writing from St. 
Michael's, Sept. 16, Captain Tuttle says: 

"There are iu port six or seven sea 
going vessels anil six river sl";\iMera, 
with one largje steamer and one largo 
barge in proetH.s of conalruclion on the 
beach. About l!00 jieople are encamped 
on the beach awaiting the completion of 
these vessels. At least seven vessels are- 
expected to arrive, many of them with, 
passengers. 

" There is no possible chance of these 
people reaching the upper Yukon this 
season, and they must winter liere or at 
oome point inside the mouth of the Yu- 
kon. Wliile there will be an abundance 
of provisions, the trading coinpauie» 
have their main depots here, and trouble 
is expected to arise from tbosti who have 
no provisions and no means to purchase 
them. This is, however, a small matter 
when taken in consideration with mat- 
ters above Fort Yukon on the Yukon 
river. 

" On Sept. i;^ the river steamer llainil- 
ton returned from its up river trip, liav- 
ing been unalile to rL'acli Circle City, 
Captain Hill reported the river so low 
as to prevent his reaching h\s deetina- 
tion. His cargo was landed on the river 
bank. The steamera .f. ,J. lloaly, P. B, 
Weare, Alice, Bella and .Marguerite are 
now up the river, but the prospects are 
that they will not be able to reach Daw- 
son nor Circle City. 

" Laws in regard to the transportation 
of steam vessels are utterly disregarded, 
as no inspector of hulls or boilers has vis< 
ited this place. At least sixteen each 
vessels are now running in tbis part of 
Alaska. If I shonld seize them starva- 
tion would ensue to those who are de- 
pending upon thcEe vessels to bring 
them provisions. At this time hundreds 
of people are travelling on tlicae vessels, 
which are without the safeguards to life 
that the law provides they shall have. 

" A deputy collector of customs ia sta- 
tioned at St. Michael's, who ia required 
to attend to all customs buBinees. After 
leaving St. Michael's there isnocuatoms 
oflicer in charge of tdese goods. Vessels 
frequently get aground, and it is neces- 
sary to discharge their cargoes before 
they can be floated. Great oppoirtunl* 
tiea' are afforded to defraud the customs. 
There should be a custbinaoflBcer on 
every vessel carrying bonded'<gooda' and 

Erovisions, who ahould be made to 
ave the vessels inspected aathe law re* 
quires.". .

ASTONISHED IN TURN. 

British Foreign Officials Surprised at the 
Tone of Mr. Sherman's Reply. 

London-, Oct. 13.— Otliciala of the Brit- 
ish foreign ofEce reiterate that the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury agreed to join in a con- 
ference of sealing experts, representing 
the United States, Canada and Great 
Britain, but, they add, he did not agree 
to take part in a conference on the sub- 
ject with Russia and .Japan. The foreign 
otlicials are unable to say what the gov- 
ernment is prepared to do until .'■'jcre- 
tary Sherman's latest despatch on the 
cc^ference question is received. But 
they express astonisliment at what they 
term "the tone of surprise" assumed 
by Secretary Sherman in hia reply to the 
Marquis of Salisbury.

The Times says: "Allowing for the 
peculiarities of American diplomacy 
there is no reason to quarrel with Secre- 
tary Sherman's reply on the .eubject of 
the' Behriug sea conference. We entire- 
ly diabelieve that Lord Salisbury in his 
oral CJmmunicationa with Ambaaaador 
Hay ever departed from the position 
adopted in his final note of July L'8. 
But it is unnecessary to deal 
seriously with the expreaaions of 
aatoniahment obviously intended to 
cover the failure of an at- 
tempt to bluff the British gov- 
ernment in a manner disapproved by 
the leading organs of American opin- 
ion." The editorial continues : "When 
we have settled our relations with the 
United Slates on the basis of the Paris 
award it may l)e practicable to establiah 
a wider agreement for llie protection of 
seal lif-:; by Innd aa well aa by sea; but 
meanwhile a mueli more urgent matter 
that Saturday 'a cabinet council will have 
to deal with ia ttie reply to the Wolcott 
commission." 

The Standard Bays : "We hope that 
the withdrawal of Secretary Sherman's 
position augurs favorably, and the Am- 
erican reference will improve instead of 
embitter the relationa between England 
and the United States."

Her Preseuce Will Be Made the Oc- 
caslou of a Great Cnban 
Demonstration. 



Nkw Youic, Oct. 13,— Senorita Cie- 
neroa, whose daring escape from a Span- 
ish prison in Cuba waa reported a few- 
days ago, arrived here to-day on the 
steamer Seneca. It appears that while 
she was still in prison her friends secur- 
ed a paaaport for one Juan Sola, and 
stateroom 31 on the Seneca was held in 
the same name. This was three days 
before the boat sailed. On the Saturday 
when the Seneca waa leave Havana, de- 
tectives watched the gangways with bk- 
Ira caution. All day long they remained 
at their posts, examining the paasports, 
which all paaaengers have to show before 
leaving Havana. 

Their vigilance, it ia alleged, would 
probably have prevented the departure 
ol Miss Cisneros from Cuba even after 
her escape from the jail had it not been 
lor a little refreshment which was 
served to the detectives by friends of the 
Cuban lady who were aboard and around 
the Seneca. The refresh inonta included 
wine. The chief of i>olice of Havana 
came aboard while the rufreahment part 
of the plot waa in i)rogre88, niul ii ia 
claimed that he, too, fell n victim to the 
wiles of the Cianeroa aidera. It waa 
only a few minutes before tlie .Seneca 
was ready to pull out from her dock 
when a slim young follow camo running 
across the wharf. IJe had no baggage 
and was fashionably dressed. He 
walked quickly up the gang plank. The 
detectives stopped him. "My name ia 
Juan Sola," he said, aud he ahowed his 
passport. Everything waa satialactory, 
80 the eenor waa allowed to go aboard. 
Miss Cianeroa' fiienda when they saw 
that everything was satisfactory disem- 
barked and watclied the ship pull out 
under the frowning Spanish guns carry- 
ing ita burden to aafety under the stars 
and stripes. Misa Uisneros did not 
court danger any more than was neces- 
sary, and at once went to lier cabin, and 
the' ne.xt day when I\Iorro Castle waa 
left far behind she appeared on deck 
transformed into Senoiita Juan Sola,, 
ali"" Cisneros, and dressed In a becom- 
ing red gown. 

The Senorita retired as soon aa she 
reached the Hotel Waldorf and refused 
to be seen. A close watch is being kept 
upon her aud she will be given full op- 
portunity to have all the rest she desires 
from the exciting experience of the past 
year. The Cuban Junta baa iBsaed an 
invitation to the people of Greater ITew 
York and vicinity interested in Senorita 
Cisneros and the cause of Cuba, to at- 
tend a reception to be tendered to her 
at IJelmonico's on Saturday nieht. As 
the reception will be really a deiuonstra- 
tiou of sympathy with the struggling 
republic, speakers of national reputation 
will address the gathering.

OF INTEREST TO SPORTSMEN. 

■.Vancouver's Police Magistrate Interprets 
the Law in Regard to Grouse Which 
may Be Exposed for Sale. 

Vasoouver, Oct. IS. —(Special) — 
Every man who handles a gun and takes 
-an interest in the game birds of British 
Columbia will be concerned in the case 
juat disposed of by JIagiatrate Kussell of 
this city, in wliich trie distinctions be- 
tween the recognized varieties of grouse 
in this province have been receiving ser- 
iou3 consideration. The defendant was 
Mr. Webber, an old hunter and a keen 
student of the game birds of the province 
— he being accused of havine exposed for 
Bale a willow grouse, not legally killable 
at this season of the year. 

Mr. Bullock-Webeter, who brought 
the case forward, maintained that the 
bird he produced in court was of the 
epecies known as willow grouse, and 
that riilHed grouse were of the same 
family and included under the head of 
willow grouse in the act. This Mr. 
AVoiibcr lU'puti'd, and in support of his 
jjOHiticin |)r(]dui't'il works describing each 
:i« a distinct fiiu'ciea, also quoting from 
J-;iicyi'lop.uMli;i iiritiiiinic'.i which states 
that the willow grouse is of the Hauio 
family as the red trrouse of Scotland. 
Tiie l-'.iicyclcjpiU'il ia alno '^'ive.s a distinct 
deMcriptiuti uf tin- nilll'j'l specie?. 

Mr. "Well bur further iiieiilioned tliiit 
from his own observalir)iis of the birilf, 
the willow grouse of iSritieh Uohinibia 
is of the same fanuly as the Ijearh 
ptarmigan of Xova Scotia, and tin- 
ruffled grouse is the ciily one winch 
makes the druuiuiiog noise with the 
wings so frequently heard by sportsmen. 

The magistrate in reviewing the case 
stated that from the authorities he had 
consulted he had no doubt of there be- 
ing a clear distinction between the two 
gpeciea. Tlie " Key to North American 
Birds" Bj)ecially uientions tho ruflled 
bird, of which there, are three species, 
f'.elieving ftic licensed to have been 
guided \f\ till- auilioritiea and writers on 
the subject, lie could not but dismiss 
the case. 



C.-VTHOLIUS AS FORESTERS. 

Many of Them lind Joined the Independent 
Order for Its Insurance Benefits. 

Vancoi-vich, Oct. 18. — (Special)— Re- 
garding tlie dispatch from Montreal stat- 
ing that tho bishop had caused to be 
read in all the churches a letter depre- 
cating the fact that the Independent 
Order of Foresters was so rapidly in- 
creasing in memberehii) and advising all 
Catholic menibera to leave the order.

religion, should be debarred frotn join- 
ing either the A.O.F., or the I.O.F., the 
former society in Eastern cities carrying 
insurance for its members. Two worthy I 
Catholics at one time applied to join our | 
order in Toronto with tlie understanding 
tliat they would Orst consult tlie late 
Archbishop Lynor. They were advised 
that they could not be consistent Catho- 
lics and join any secret society.

ENEMIES OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

There may have been a method in the 
madness of the so-called Liberal conven- 
tion, as exemplified in the omiBsion of 
any declaration from the platform iu 
support of the principles and policies of 
which Sir Wilfrid Laurier and hia minis- 
try may be regarded as exponents, for we 
liad oiio plank of the platform distinctly 
adverse to the aiding of railways either 
by land or cash sabaidiea. To make an 
affirmative declaration of this kind and 
couple with it an endorsement of the 
policy of the Federal ministry would 
have been even too absurd for that con- 
vention. The declaration is also some- 
what inconsistent with the attitude 
taken by that great and good statesman 
Mr. Maxwell in regard to the Victoria, 
Vancouver and £aBtern project during 
the last session, and will, if anybody 
pays the least attention to it, stand in 
the way of any application which that 
company or any other desirous of build- 
ing a line from the Coast to Kootenay, 
may make to Parliament next year. 
But possibly the platform is to be under- 
stood with a mental reservation as re- 
gards projects out of which the faithful 
few may reasonably contemplate the 
receipt of a few shekels. 

Canada is ready for no such policy, 
but it the remainder of the Dominion 
wure ready toado])t it, British Columbia 
ought to enter a protest against it until 
this province has received railway aid in 
something like a fair proportion to its 
contribution to the federal revenue. If 
any one thing has been brought out 
more clearly tlian another during the 
hiHt year, it is that our province by 
reason of its great per capita contribu- 
tion to the revenue of the Dominion, is 
entitled to ask for the expenditure of 
large sums upon internal development. 
We snpposed that there was no differ- 
ence of opinion on this point, and were 
(luito unprepared to ece a BO-called 
Liberal convention, an organization 
formed for the )nir])Ose of placing the 
J/iberal party of British Columbia 
in touch with the party else- 
where throughout the Dominion 
place itself on record as opposed 
to the only policy whereby justice can 
lie (lone this province or i)y which the 
iiKtlehlesH n'sources surrounil in^; ua, can 
be developed soou enough to let the peo- 
ple now residing here have the benelit 
of them. Id lieu of a judicious system 
of government railw^ay subvention, these 
alleged Liberals want the country to 
embark upon a Hvatem of government 
ownerahif) ot railwavis. If ever there 
was a case of asking forliali and receiving 
a bcrpent Ihia is one of them, altlioiiuli it 
ii perhaps straining the simile to sup- 
pose that any one really asked any 
thing of the self-styled Liberals, who 
met at New Westminister. 



TWO OPPOSITION GRIEVANCES. 

The News-Advertiser has discovered a 
very serious error on the part of lion. 
Mr. Turner. Tliat gentleman having 
been reported to have said that the 
revenue for the year ending Juno SOth, 
1807, was $230,000 iu excess of the esti- 
' mate, the fact is cited as proof of hie 
incapacity. Probably Mr. Turner will 
not wholly except to the statement that 
the great development of the province 
during the twelvemonth ending June 
oOth last was a surprise to him, and 
probably he will not be averse to an- 
other surprise of the samolkind during 
the current year. It is likewise prob- 
able that the people of Britiab Oolumbia 
will not raise very aeribus objections to 
such surprises. They do not suit the 
News-Advertiser; but then nothing 
suits the News-Advertiser. To the bil- 
ious all things are yellow. 
Mr. Turner's statement is alleged to 



in the year, that is, some months before 

the beginning of the fiscal year endiiig 
on June 30th last. Nevertheless, we 
find that Mr. Turner even then looked 
forward to a very substantial increase in 
the receipts, for commenting upon the 
fact tiiat the revenue of the year ending 
June 30th, 1S95, had been if74,oG5 over 
the estimate, he said that " our revenue 
from this time will increase in greater pro- 
portion than it has hitherto done." In 
the previous year there had been an in- 
crease of a shade over S per cent, on the 
estimate, and Mr. Turner counted upon 
a 12^0 per cent, increase in the next 
year, and the expenditures .were made 
up accordingly. In view of the well- 
known fluctuating nature of niinine, 
which ia the industry that is doubtltes 
to be credited with the greater jiart of 
the gratifying increase reported, a 
finance minister would have been taking 
unwarranted chances if be had under- 
taken to commit the province to expen- 
ditures on the strength of what he be- 
lieved would be the history of this indus- 
try in a year not then begun, or, which 
ia what the News-Advertiser tliinka ho 
should have done, had sacrificed other 
sources of revenue. This would have 
savored too much of stock gambling and 
would have been justly condemned. We 
cau very well imagine with what a mass 
of verbiage the News-Advertioer would 
have condemned Mr. Turner for such a 
course. (This refers to the eeesion of 
1890 not that of 1897.) It would have 
very properly told him that he had no 
right as Finance Minister of Britiab Co- 
lumbia to gamble in March, 1890, on the 
chances of the mining industry between 
July 1, 1800, and June 30, 1S97. 

The News-Advertiser asks what would 
be said of the Chancellor of the lOx- 
chequer or the Dominion Finance Min- 
ister if their estimated revenue had lall- 
en, not 25 per cent, as our contemporary 
saye, but as much as 20 per cent, short 
of the actual receipts. We eupjioge the 
first thing any reasonable person 
would say would be to ask how the in- 
crease occurred, aud then proceed to in- 
quire if It occurred in lines that ought 
to have been anticipated with such cer- 
tainty that taxation and expenditure 
could be predicated upon it. We do not 
think that any one except a stupid per 
son, to use the News-Advertiser's pet 
adjective, or an insincere person, or a 
very badly disappointed or disgruntled 
person would jump at the conclusion 
that the increase indicated incompetency 
on the part of the Finance Minister. 
The very magnitude of the increase 
would show men of ordinary intelli- 
gence and unbiassed judgment that it 
muat have bisen due to exceptional cir- 
cumstances. It is hardly necessary to 
point out how very difTerent are condi- 
tions under which the Imperial and Do- 
minion Finance Miniaters frame their 
estimates from those with which the 
Provincial Finance Minister has to deal. 

Another grievance of the Newa-Adver- 
tieer is that some of the ministers have 
visited the interior portions of the prov- 
ince. A more stupid complaint never 
was made. It is stupid because it takes 
no account of the fact that it ia the duty 
of the miflisters to visit all parts of the 
province, as often as they conveniently 
can, in order to familiarize themselves 
with the needs of the country. It 
stupid because it takes no account of the 
fact that the people of the interior ap- 
preciate viaits from miniaters and the 
opportunity thereby afforded to make 
known to them ' what the several sec 
tiona of the province require. It Is 
stupid bfecause it is a confession that the 
visits of the ministers have proved a 
source of political strength to the 
ministry. 

As riii; days slip by the real signifi- 
canco of tlie Xew Westminister gather- 
ing becomes more apparent. It was a 
convention engineered by a few i)eo])le 
who want to get control of the provincial 
government, and who are masi]Uerading 
as Liberals. The third party has been 
born. It is the Party of Insincerity. It 
has four newspapers supporting it. The 
Times of this city, which has an unpre- 
cedented record of political defeat to its 
credit; the I'Uiterpriae of Wellington, in 
which Dr. Walkem, ^LP.P., who has 
boxed the wliole i)olitical compass, ven- 
tilates hia prejudices; the Columbian of 
Xi!w Westminster, which is in opposition 
because it was not asked by William the 
Conqueror to help him invade England 
or because of something that occurred dui" 
ing the Wars of the Koaes or some other 
matter of ancient history, and the Ne\vs- 
Advertiser of Vancouver, which is per- 
haps the best of them all when it comes 
to displaying insincerity. 



At a great public meeting in Toronto 
last week Hon. Edward Blake was in- 
vited to a seat on the platform. He was 
shown to a front seat by a friend, but a 
janitor, who supposed him an intruder, 
told him that he must go to the very 
rear, it he remained on the platform at 
all. By and bye the crowd recognized 
him. aud called him to the front with 
loud cheers. The janitor must have 
felt rather embarrassed; but after all 
Mr. Blake has been so little before the 
Canadian public of late that one is ex- 
cusable for not knowing him by sight.

The Times ia assured that the Colon-

Our corre- 
spondent at the convention wired that 
the press had been reciueated not to 
pablieh the debate. This was very far 
from putting the press under any obli- 
gAtion not to publish the platform. 
What was the platform for, if not for 
publication ?

■apparently for the express purpose of 
killing him. It will be shown too, if 
the police accomplish what they ex- 
pect to, that the injured man escaped 
death almost by a miracle, his story that 
■Cummings twice ennpiied the revolver 
inoflectually at his breast being borno 
out by the fact that the two iinexploded 
cartridges in the weapon taken from the 
prisoner have been marked by the 
descending hammer of the weapon. 
Cumminga haa retained Drake, Jackson 
.A Ilelmckon aa counsel, and his defence 
will probably be that escesaive provoca- 
tion which Bometimee juBtiflea a man in 
.personally avenging domestio wrongs.

GORDON'S HEARING BEGINS. 

Tbe Hazelton Prospector Accused of Steal 
ing tbe Effects ot His Missing 
Partner. 



William A. Gordon, who is held on a 
charge of stealing the outfit of his part- 
ner, Isaac Jones, who disappeared so 
mysteriously above Hazelton, and who 
Gordon is suspected of having pnt out of 
the way, had the first day of his pre- 
liminary hearing yesterday. The pris- 
oner was defended by Mr, Gordon Uud- 
ter, of Hunter <& Oliver, and it is prob- 
able that tbe bearing will be finished 
to-day. 

Mr. F. S. Iluaaey, superintendent of 
provincial police, opened the case by 
giving his evidence aa to the Ktatemeut 
made to him by the prisoner since the ar- 
rest. Gordon bad declared that 
liis partner Isaac Jones had 
been drowned by falling over- 
board from a raft on the Omineca 
river on July 12. Gordon in his state- 
ment had said that he took possession 
of the clothing, money and other eO'ecta 
after his partner's drowning ; he had dis- 
posed of some to the Indians and had in- 
tended to bring the rest of tbe outfit 
from Hazelton to Victoria to deliver to 
the authorities. At the same time Gor- 
dan had admitted that he had told peo- 
ple in Hazelton that hie [lartner liad 
gone back by way of (iueanello, and had 
given him the clothes and outlit to sell. 

The only other wiincbn examined yea- 
terday was .loslina Joseph Chapman, 
who aa special constable bad arreated 
Gordon and brought him to Victoria. 
He had met Gordon and his partner on 
Manson creek some time previous to 
Jones' disappearing. Afterwards he 
had seen Gordon alone and was told by 
the prisoner that Jones had gone out 
by way ot Quesnelle. Chapman recog- 
nized the watch found on Gordon at his 
arrest as the one formerly worn by 
Jones. The prisoner had written 
out a long statement partly be- 
fore and partly after liia 
arrcHt ai.d liad handed it to Mr. I-oriiig, 
the Indian agent at Iluzleton, after Ije- 
ing incuatody. Mr. Loring liatl told the 
accused that lie had enough evidence to 
hold him "for doing up hia partner" 
and wituees had kept the i)risoner in 
custody until ho could bring him down 
to Victoria and deliver him over to the 
authorities here. » 

The hearing goes on to-day at half 
pabt two.

The Council of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade had a somewhat pro- 
tracted meeting yesterday afternoon, at 
which a number of important subjects 
received cbnsideraMou including tbe 
diacuBsion of an address to be presented 
to Hon. Olifiiord Sifton, minister of the 
interior, when he returns to Victoria 
from Dyea, A resolution of condo- 
lence was also passed to the 
family of the late Mr. i.. E. Erb, 
who had been for a number of years a 
member of tbo board. The president 
stated that the following letter bad been 
sent to the boards of trade throughout 
the Dominion : 

DuAii Siu: — The British Columbia 
Board of Trade is of opinion that the 
Boards of Trade throughout the I )jmiu- 
ion should take immediate steps for 
securing to Canada the immense trade 
which haa resulted from the rush to the 
Xlondyke gold fields. Thia trade ia at 
present almost entirely in tbe hands of 
United States merchants on the Pacific 
Coast, and ia estimated by the press to 
have amounted to at least .'f3,OOU,000 
during the past few months. The 
merchanta of British Columbia have 
made strenuous ed'orts to divert it into 
Canadian channels. Direct lines of 
steamahipa have been established be- 
tween the Coast cities and the Lynn 
canal and Stickeen river, and large Bums 
of money have been expended in adver- 
tising tliat the Kloudyke gold Oelda are 
in Canada, and that goods tlierefor if 
purchased in the United Slates are duti- 
able. In the meantime some of the 
United States news[)apera have and are 
still grossly naisrepreseniiug facte, and 
have succeeded in almost nullifying 
these efiTorts of British Columbia mer- 
chants. Much disappointment ia felt 
here that ao many of the Eastern Caoa- 
dian new8paj)era continue to refer to the 
Klondykeaa being in Alaska, and also 
frequently mention Seattle or San Fran- 
cisco aa the outtittingand starting point. 
■\i miners' Bupi)liea.are manufactured in 
Canada, it ia oljviously to the advantage 
of tbe whole Djininion that the outfit- 
ting Bbould be done in British Columbia. 
Eastern maniifaclurers, transportation 
companies and Western retailerH would 
all benetit by the diversion of the Klou- 
dyke outliiting trade from its present 
channelB, lam thereforeinatructed toaak 
your board to unite with thia board and 
the other bonnifl of trade tlirouKliout 
Canada in capturing it before the spring 
rush commences. 'In this end will you 
kindly make as widely known as pos- 
sible: 

1. That tbe Klondyke gold fields are 
in Canada. 

2. That steamers leave the principal 
cities of British Columbia for Lynn Can- 
al and the Stickeen river every few 
days. 

i. TliatnutfltR of every description 
put up by merchants e.-cperieiiced in the 
outfitting trade, from knosvledge ac- 
quired in Cariboo in early days in many 
cases, can be purchased in British Col- 
umbia on the shortest notice and at 
lower prices than on the United States 
side of tbe line. 

4. That Bucb ^ooda can be need in the 
Kloudyke gold fields free of duty, and 
that all goods from United States and 
other foreign countries are dutiable.

To Tin; Editor: — I have been here 
for the past more than two years pros- 
pecting lor gold, have done considerable 
work on the erne!; up to three miles 
from ita mouth. On August 1S!)3, I 
found an old tunnel over 400 foot in 
tinder a hill of gravel ; I found a proa- 
liect in it BO I recorded it and worked all 
fall and winter up to March, but having 
no water, only a scant rocker head, 
the Bimw of making much was slim, 
but I took out it4'J5, moatly 
coarpe gold. You no tloubt 
saw the gidd Mr. Woods showed when 
he was dort-n a few weeka ago; almost 
all tlie coarse gold he had came out oi 
niy ground. Work in winter ia neces- 
sarily curtailed, liy the length of our 
days, to one shift, just the length of 
time one of Messrs. Prices' celebrated 
drifting caudles burns (London, Euy- 
land; they beat all others), 6 hoars, 
from :30 to 3:30, is the longeat time we 
approach daylight in thia region. 

Then I was again lucky in finding a 
point In the creek not worked by the 
early miners owing to there being from 
10 to -JO feet of gravel and bouhlere to 
move. It paid fairly well, yieldinp; 
over $700, I then last fall returned to 
tlio tunnel and was, according to all 
known indications, coining on to a richer 
strike than 1 had met with, wlien ou a 
February Sunday a serious accident hap- 
pened, the roof of the main drive giving 
way about 300 feet from the mouth. 
Luckily, as it was Sunday, no one was 
hurt, but it waa a warning that the tim- 
bering, some nine years old, was losing 
ita integrity, so 1 reluctantly abandoned 
the underground work. 

In July of this year I took into miit- 
nership Mr. S. J. Booth, of 181 Joli'nsou 
street in your city and in his company 
started to hunt for water, which I found 
about a mile and a half away at a good 
elevation. The tunnel ia in line with 
and on the same range as the now noted 
Dryhiil claim and the gravel as shoivn 
over the tunnel ia precisely tbe same 
being iiiterspeised with sand and gravel 
in strata and washed boulders; it is 
without doubt part of one and tbe same 
run. 

Before coming here I visited both forks 
of i.Jiieanelle and Horsclly clainiB and 
without doubt or heaitation assert tliat 
both the Dryhiil and our claims will be- 
come greater gold producers and at a 
fifteenth )iatt of tbe expenditure of capi- 
tal than I lie ab)ve. 

On July IS, ISDG. while working in tbe 
creek I had a man working witli me who 
was new to mining. I had just sunk to 
bedrock, which I was cleaning and put- 
ting into a pan. I noticed a piece of 
gold, about :f2 worth ; I filled the pan 
and giving it to my companion asked 
him to wash it, going myself to see that 
he did not lose any. When the pan was 
half washed I saw two pieces and said to 
him, you had better pick out thoEe 
pieces. He said, "What pieces'.''' He 
waa looking lor fine gold. I reached 
overand showed him, when he became 
nervoi-.B and so excited that lie laid 
down the pan and wished me to finish 
it. t did 80, finding just over .i^S. Thia 
is not put here to boom Lome creek lor 
lean piisilively aaaert tJiere are no poor 
nieu'a diggings to be found in the three 
miles I know. 

On September 11, 1S96, 1 bad another 
man working with me (another new 
chum,) At noon one day he remarked 
that hia pick waa loose at the eye. 
£ jokingly said: "Go to the gold can" 
(a Preston & Merrils yeast can we 
miners find beat all others in this 
northern climate for bread) "and get a 
piece of iiold for a wedge," telling him 
that in earlier timee we always used it 
for wedges. He took it in earnest and 
went, saying there waa'nt one 
enough. After dinner a very few min- 
utes I was a sliort distance away and 
be called " Barnes, Barnes, I've found a 
pieco for a wedge for my pick!" It 
weighed .*1'2 wortli and was the largest 
nugget iu the pile Woods showed, and 
you will remember it. It was in the 
e.tact shape of a wedge, but I inaisted on 
a jiirice of hardwood being substituted 

On December 15 laat Messrs. Speers 
and Keynaril of the Dryhiil, some l.U 
miles away, were on their way to viait 
iiie, coming over the nryhill and along- 
side llie iiKiuntain dii Htiowshoes. .Mr. 
lieynarii's foot slippeii just ata jirecipice 
of leer, and but for a friendly snug 
and liiat iil the lime ho was wearini; a 
pair uf .Messrs. .1. I'iercy iV: Co.'a extra 
strong fewii miner's overalls, be would 
have inevitably been dashed to Lorne 
creek belo>v; but tbe extra strong over- 
alls held him safe until Mr. Speur got 
doivn and assisted him from his irrial 
po'ition. 

I am in communication with one capi- 
talist, but shall not decide to sell before 
I coma down, which will not be until 
a lioul November 15. I shall be at the 
Oriental hotel and pleased to help any 
en(|uirerB, having spent some eight years 
iu this region.

A eealing man spoke in complimentary 
terms yesterday of the means Britisli 
Consul Layard at Hakodate has taken to 
pat a atop to the practice of an undesir- 
able class of men deserting from the 
sealers in Japan, or by shamming sick- 
ness, getting sent back to Victoria free 
of cost to themselves. Mr. Layard, 
when a man has been caught deserting, 
first has him puDished by imprisonment 
and then instead of shipping him home 
has him shipped on a deep sea vessel to 
finish out his tiine as uuicli in accord- 
ance as possible with the agreement the 
mail entered into when leaving Victoria. 
The Eame rule is followed now in the 
case of men who have received hospital 
treatment at Hakodate. By this means 
a step id put to the praciice of men who 
Biiip from Victoria and then, when they 
receive advances ttiat put them in a. ves- 
sel's dobt, evading the serving of their 
full time. The respectable class of seal- 
ers who enter in good faith are not hurt 
by this, but it will certainly serve to 
weed out the undesirable men when 
they find they no longer can get passage 
hume free.

There was 
additional interest in the race to-day 
owing to tlie fact that two American 
horses, August Belmont's Keenan and 
J. P. Keene'sSt. Oloud II., one French 
horse. Count De Bertrus's Friolera, and 
an Australian horse. Prince Soltiko[l''s 
.South Australian, were among tlio horses 
starting. There v.-as a large representa- 
tion of fasliionableracing people present, 
including the Prince of Wales, Duko of 
Cambridge and Duke and Duchess of 
Devonsbiro. 

It ia believed that Mrs. Langtry won 
something like $QOO,000. Tlie mu.rket on 
tiio race was one of the most prolific 
known for years. 

]\Ir. LaboU's "The Hush" ran second. 
Carleton Grange was third, Iveenan was 
ninth and St. Cloud II was fourteenth. 
Jacobus led until within half a mile of 
home, when he, Keenan and .Taeiiue- 
mart were beaten and Sc. Cloud II drew 
to the front, yielding at the bushes to 
Merman, who stalled oGT a gallant chal- 
lenge by The Hush and won by a neck. 
Four lengths separated the second and 
third horses. The time was 3:59 2-5. 
Tiiere were twenty starters. The betting 
j'.ist before the start was 100 to 7 against 
Merman, 70 to I against The Rush, 100 
to against Carleton Grrniie, 15 to 1 
against Keenan, and 100 to 7 against St. 
Cloud. 

Tlic fine wcatlier and the open cliarac- 
ter ol the race brought out an unusually 
large crowd. Tlio stand and enclosures 
were crammed with members of tiio 
aristocracy and other prominent people. 
The Prince of Wales divi the lionora of 
the Jockey Club to the Manjuis de Giali- 
ete, the Karl and Countess of Cadogan, 
Lord and i..ady Lurgan, Lord aud Lady 
Rothschild, Sir Arthur Sullivan aud all 
the regular racing people. 

By a curious coincidence it was Mrs. 
Lingtry's birthday.and it was the first 
occasion of her re-admission to the 
ioekey club enjloaure. Through the 
i ifluence of ttie Prince of Wales, during 
the race a bevy of her admirers hoietctl 
Mrs. Langtry on a high bench in the 
club stand, from which she watched the 
coarse with an.Nious eyes. When her 
victory was announced slie descended 
with the greatest agility and 
almist ran to the bird cage, 
where she waited to lead the winner 
liack. Slio was overwhelmed and al- 
most smothered with congratulations, 
while the stable boya, with whom she is 
exceedingly popular, made the welkin 
ring. The final stages of the race 
created intense excitement. The great- 
est praise is awarded Jockey Sharpies 
for his judgment and clever handling of 
Merman asiainst the experienced Charles 
Wood, on The Rush. 

"Tod" Sloan, the American jockey, 
who rode St. Cloud II., made his debut 
on the Enclish turf in a minor race yes- 
terday, and his riding has been severely 
criticised. The Pall Mall Gazette said: 
"Sloan did not shine in the contest, for 
his mount took him all over the course."

Mr. Furuyn and Mr. Mi/.ulany are 
plauiiuiK to open ten ba/.aara in many of 
the principal cities in the Uniteil States 
and Canada, wbere ladiee can t iij jy a 
cup of line Japanese tea made by ex- 
perts, and at the aame time receive in- 
structions which will eoable t em to 
maKe it etinally well at home. More 
than half ilie tea consumed in the 
United States and (_!anada is of Japanese 
^rowtli, yet, tlio majority of Americans 
apparently do not underetaiul how to 
lirepare it bo ag to develop tlio delicious 
(liialitiea wliich it contains. It is be- 
lieved by theeo jjuntlemea tliat, when 
Anierieans arc in posaeEsioii of tlie secret 
of maUiuj; uood tea, the consumption in 
this country will fully e(!ual that of 
I'iurope in proportion. Tiie Japanese 
t'overnment haa ajjpropriated a 
large fund to aid the Japanese 
teagrov.-era and tea merchants in prosii- 
cutiut; tins educational work, and it i9 
hoped that American ladies will be apt 
students. The main bureau of the Jap- 
nncEu Tea Guild has issued an official 
recipe for making Japanese tea, the 
translation of which is as follows : 

First— Use a small, dry and thorough- 
ly clean porcelain teapot. 

Second — Put in one teaspoonful of tea 
leaves for each cup of tea desired. 

Third — When using Japanesa teas, 
nour on the required quantity of fresh 
boiled water, and let stand with closed 
lid Irotn two to three minutes. Never 
boil the leaves. In order to retain tho 
natural flavor, Japanese tea leaves 
should be kept in tight can or jar, free 
from moisture. 

NoTB. — To thoronghly enjoy the natur- 
al, delicate and sweet flavor of Japanese 
teas, neither euuar nor cream should be

A Large Farming Population CnuUl TUrive 
/ : r ,-. .' , Near'the Ittlnea . of Klandy aa and ■ . 

(from the Ashcioit Mining ouraal,} ,v • 
Editor Mining Journai :— I wish to 
make some statementa and correct a 
few errors in regard to climate and the 
agricultural poBBibilities of the north- 
western portion of British Columbia 
and the southwestern part of N.W'.T. 
lying between the mouth of Stewart 
river and the boundary line of British 
Columbia, and from the sixtieth degree 
of latitude, being ttie boundary line be- 
tween British Columbia and ^^^V.T., to 
the Stickeen river. The distance as tlie 
crow flies from Telegraph creek to the 
mouth of Stewart river, or sixty-three 
degrees and fifteen minutes being tlio 
latitude ol the mouth of Stesvarb river, 
is 250 miles, and from longitude 130 
deg. to 1-11 deg. west L., a distance 
of 200 miles, giving an area of 50,000 
square miles. At an approximate esti- 
mate it embraces the following areas, 
viz. : 2,000 equare miles embracing lakes 
'and rivers, 25,000 of luountainoua coun- 
try unfit for agrieulttire, but with por- 
tions suitable for grazing, leaving a bal- 
ance of 2;j, 000 square miles of agricultural 
land, divided in two claeeea about equal 
in areas. 

High mountain plateaus from 1,000 
to 2,000 feet above aea level interspersed 
with large tiat;ts of what ia known as 
beaver meadows, which, when drained, 
will grow all the hardier varieties ol 
vegetables, and all the grasses that 
are known in British Columbia 
for tho making of hay. The other 
portion is valleys lying adjacent 
to tho rivers, creeks and lakes. 
These valleys are from one-half to Ove 
miles in width, lightly timbered and in- 
terspersed with prairie of a swampy 
nature. The dryer portions of the val- 
leys are of a light gravelly formation 
overlaid or capped with what ia known 
as valley alluvium, or loam of a highly 
productive nature. 

The streams flowing into tho Yukon 
have an abundance of esculent fish of 
diffb.ent varieties, of which I will give 
the names of some: Pike, of which I 
have tiilcen weighing as high as eight 
pounds; Ealmon trout, from five to 
twenty- live pounds; white 11 sh, 
wei>;hing from five to ten pounde ; 
greyliuf) or what ia known local- 
ly as Arclio trout, a game tiah 
of tine fla\or; king saliiioa, hut 
after tlieir long journey ol 1,500 or 2,000 
miles tliey become quite poor and are 
not considered good food. Other vari- 
eties of aiilinnu also reach tho head- 
waters of the Yukon, but are wortlilesB. 
Alao luountaiu trout, ling, or losh ns 
they are called in that country, with 
other varieties of tidh of an uuimportnut 
nature. 

Moose, Caribou and rabbits are plenti- 
ful in some aeotions. AVillow, blue and 
Franklin grouse or fool bens, are in 
abundance, also ptarmagana or Arctic 
grouse, and mountain sheep on the 
highest peaks. The winters are cold, 
but aa there is rarely any wind in 
the extreme cold weather, it is not 
disagreeable. I have been out the 
greater portion of three winters be-

Wide Ranged of Mees tint tke Closing 
Sbovred a SUgbt Advance. 

New Yohk, Oct. 13.— To-day's stock mar- 
ket almost reversed the course traveraed 
yesterday without any change in the char- 
acter ol tlio general outlook or the news. 
The bears made a further very successful 
raid during tho day and found iiuiiierous 
weak spots, tlie decline in some stocks and 
further .stop loss orders spreading demoral- 
ization far and wide througli the list. But 
the aggi'essive mood of the bears disappear- 
ed during the afternoon and the latter part 
of the day saw a steady hardening of pnces 
which carried the level of tho market above 
last night's close. The day's range of prices' 
was very wide, net declines at one time 
running from 1 to 3 points, tho latter in 
Sugar, which was very active ami erratic 
all day. The liiiuidaliou iluriug the decline 
was very heavy and the vohiiuc of trading 
on the rise showed a marked diniinulioii. 
The operators for the reactiiiii seemed to 
be satisfied with the decliuca they had 
achieved, and their purchas-es to cover 
shorts were inst umcntal iu elfcctlng the 
recovery; but there were also evidences of 
some buying for long account. Very firm 
resistance was encountered in s ime of the 
stocks wliicli Imve shown the greatest weak- 
ness. Sugar was tlie objeci of special at- 
tack by tlie bears aflcrau opening gain of u 
point and was forced down lit one time 
over four p iiits, but recovered to about last; 
niglit's level. Tlie niovcmcntintliegeneral 
list was to a large extent in uympatliy with 
that ill those specialties. The slocks of the 
.Soutliern and Soutii Western railways 
showed less resiliency than those of the 
general market list,' owing to decreased 
earnings disclosed liy late statements as a 
result of interruptions from yellow fever 
(Itiarantine, There were reports during 
the ilay that furtlier gold engngcnieiits 
would be announced towards the end of 
the week, but none are known to have been 
made 11(1 to this tinie. The actual rates for 
sterling e.xcbauce showed a decline of }4 
cent from last night's close, foreshadowing 
a further gold movement. Otherwise there 
was nothing in the news of the day to 
change the general situation, and the 
striking nioveiueut of prices can only be 
ascribed to jiurcly technical causes. " Net

The reaourccfl of the country are ade- 
(|uate to maintain a large population of 
agriculturists. With the mines of Ivlon- 
dyke and Caaaiar at their doors, it 
givea one of the beat markets on the 
continent of America, not saying any- 
thing about the vast tract of agricui 
tural and mineral lands lying between 
Telecjrapb creek and Aencroft, which 
embraces a territory three timea 
greater than the one spoken of. And I 
would strongly advise the governmeLt 
to consider and act promptly in devis- 
ing Boms means of transportation 
through the country, and open it for 
settlement. At a conaervativo esti- 
mate there are a million people who 
would if they could, go to the Kloudyke 
and Alaoka, the coming summer, and if 
there waa a railroad from Aahcroft or its 
vicinity, to the head of Teslin Lake, at a 
low estimate it would carry fifty per 
ceir. of all giiiiic in. At ^40 per capita 
and their supplies at ^'2\i an enormous

What a Bnstou Company Proposes to 
Do for tlifi Yukon 
Uoiuitry. 



A Mcst Importaut Enterprise iu tlie 
UaiidB of Callable aad Ex- 
Itericnced Men. 



For some little lime past it lias been 
generally known in Victoiia that an ex- 
pedition of considerable niapnitude was 
fitting out here with the object of reach- 
ing tiie gold fielda of the upper Yukon 
by an overland route. Several gentle- 
men prominently identified with the en- 
terprise arrived from San Francisco yes- 
terday, and, desirous of obtaining an 
oHiciul Btatement of the real character 
and dimensioDB of the enterprise, Mr. 
James Elaathan Smith, the general 
manager of the company, was seen at 
the Driard last evening and asked to 
give readera of the Coi.oNisr a candid 
resume of the aim and objects of the 
project. This he courteously consented 
to do, and the information elicited can- 
not but command the immediate inter- 
est and attention of all Britiab Colum- 
bians. 

"The name of the eonipatiy," said he, 
•'is the Humbert Yukon ICxpedition. 
The backers— I he men who put up the 
money — are the well known firm ol 
Pierre Humbert, Jr. A Co., bankers, of 
50 Kilby street, Boston. Mr. ScoUane, 
one of the firm, arrived here last Friday 
and left yesterday for Soaton via San 
FranjiEco. Pjior to h'B advent t'. 
iuBtructiona from headquarters vere tu 
take the expedition via Pyramid Harbor 
over the Dalton trail to old Fort Sel- 
kirk, and thence work its way toward 
the aiacmillan river, where the estab- 
lishment of a central post for general 
trading ami mining purposes ia contem- 
plated. 

"On Mr. .Scollan's arrival these in- 
etructione were inodifled to a certain ex- 
tent. On arrival at Fort .Selkirk, if I 
lind tliat the reports are true of actual 
danger of starvation at Dawson City, I 
anri instructed to force my way down the 
river witli all tlie supplies. To quote 
the lansuage of .Mr. Pierre Humbert jr., 
the head ami front of the entire enter- 
prise, 'no lives Ehall be lost by famine as 
ionv' as Boston haa a pound of tlour or a 
di Uirof money.' 

'■ The ultimata object is not only to 
establish a great mining and eupply 
depot. It eomprehenda alao the con- 
struction of a railway and a telegraph 
line into the Yukon, and aa an earnest 
of the company's intention In this direc- 
tion, another and independent e.^pedi- 
lion under the charge 01 Mr. 11. E. lUis- 
sell, of San Francigco, and headed by 
Col. .\lb9rger as chief engineer, ia now 
in Vic' oriii and will leave for Pyramid 
Harbor by Ihe steamer City of Seattle 
sailing on Friday morning, with a force 
of sixteen men. 

" The main expedition, it is intended, 
shall be followed up every ei.'vty days 
and possibly more frequently, by similar 
expeditiona continually increasing in 
size until railway communication ia 
Bnally accompliahed. The expedition 
now in band will conaiat of about forty- 
five men, and suppliea will be taken in 
to the amount of about one hundred tons 
— provisions only, and the necessary 
tools and instruments for carrying on 
our work. There will be about 275 
horses, whicli bavi; been carefully 
selected by :Mr. J. C-i. Cameron, well 
known in this city. They are specially 
good animals, well shod and 
in admirable condition for the 
work before them. We will also 
have 131) head of cattle — well-feil, 
good conditioned animals, gentle and 
broken to work, which on arrival at 
Dawaon will be converted into beef and 
augment the general food aupply— and 
from six to seven trains of dogs. 

" Carpenters, blacksmiths and other 
skilled labor required in the enterprise 
will accompany us, and pack satldles 
will be used where neceasary, Aa booh 
as we strike tlie enow of cuuree sleiia will 
be called into requisition. These sleds, 
of which wo have lilO, are specially 
made, aljout fourteen incheg wider than 
tin; ordinary, wliile in addition we will 
have lifleen or twenty bob-sleds, which 
will follow the track Viroken by the pack 
animais, each drawn by three or four 
yoke of cattle, Tiie e.sfieilitioii will 
start in from the snow line with about 
8.1 tons ijf I'llli'd liailey, and 
eveiy precaution will be taken tu ensure? 
success. I'^ven tim loss ol our animals 
by the dreaded blizzard has been guarded 
against, f 'rpaulin tents having been se- 
cured that will house the entire stock. 
These lenta come in sheets ten feet six 
by twenty-one feet lonir, fastened to- 
t;elher at the eili_'es and triiia fonnin;; a 
(Continuous tent. In the |)reaent c;ise 
eighty or ninety alieet.^ will tie used, 
housinj^ -100 liead of Htock com fornibly, 
and capalile of lieii)|4 imt up in two 
hours. With this shelter and an abuiid- 
aal supply of feed we believe we can 
dciv even an Arctic winter to kill our

Mr. Smith, vho hbadathe e8petllti(,h, 
intends to acCOtopany it himself, lie 
is no novice in the important undertak- 
inga of a new country As long ago as 
in 1S57 he organized and attempted to 
liring an expedition to the coast.

The party pro- 
ceeded up the Ked river to .Selkirk 
seltlemont, now- Winnipeg, and thence 
took the old Saskatchewan trail 
westward to Edmonton House, 
where the approach of winter and the 
impossibility of getting the stock through 
the timbered country west of the Rockies 
necessitated an abandonment of _the 
original plan. After crossing the Koo- 
tenay paea the expedition Anally reached 
The Dalles, Oregon, after eleven months 
of journeying, and enduring more bard- 
abipB and privations than, fortunately, 
[all to the lot of the majority of mortals.

Hok Taw, alias Ah Loo, will make hia 
appearance iu tbe city police court tbia 
morning for preliminary examination on 
the charge of forgery, and then will open 
what piomiaes to become a notable bat- 
tle of the courts. In reality this forgery 
case ia but one act in a legal drama, the 
first scenes of which have already been 
presented in Seattle, dividing the entire 
coniniuoily into two parties — those who 
believe in the integrity and honor of ex- 
Collector Sauuders, and those who do 
not. 

As a matter of fact the genuineness or 
otherwiae of the letters Hok Taw is now 
arraigned for having written, appears to 
be the pivotal point of tbe entire matter, 
and tbe progress of the case will be fol- 
lowed With an interest aeldom manifest- 
ed in Ohineee affaira. Mr, George E. 
Powell baa been retained to conduct the 
prosecution and Mr. H. G. Hall the de- 
fence, while Clerk Page will have the as- 
Bistauce of expert stenographers in re- 
ducing to writing the testimony of the 
cloud of witnesses. 

IJriedy the Puget Sound sensation lies 
in the statement by the Hok Taw party, 
of which" Rev." J. E. Gardner, formerly 
of this city, ia a prominent member 
that ex-collector Saunders, during his 
term of office, entered into a conspiracy 
with Yee Gee, the custom house inter- 
preteratPort Towneend, to permit the 
entrance of Chinamen into the United 
Statea, The investigation of tbia charge, 
undertnken by the treasury department, 
haa juHt been concluded in Seattle, to 
tbe discomfiture of tbe Hok Taw ele- 
ment and of " Bev." Mr. Gardner, who 
initiated tbe proceedings and who ia now 
in San Francisco. He declared to have 
received from Hok Taw a letter which 
tlie nephew of Yee Gee was alleged to 
have dropped on the steamer City of 
Kincaton. This letter it ie that tick 
Taw is now charged with having forged, 
and which reads as follows; 

"Mr, Ng Hok Hank — ,\Ir. Dear Friend ; 
I have received your highly esteemed 
favor, in wliich you say you have ten 
people for whom you want me to make 
merchants' certificates, to enable them 
to come into this country on; that tbe 
contract would be carried out when I 
get them up to the customs house at 
PortTownsend and the collector ap- 
proves the papers. The moment the pa- 
pers are api>roved you will remit to me 
.■FL.SOO, aending it by Yee Wo Chink, my 
nephew, who will first deposit it with 
Ng Ilok Yin, of Ye Shing Wo Kee I'i 
Co., Port Townsend. On your side you 
have to caution the diiferent men com- 
ing over not to mention to anyone that 
I am the man attending to their coming 
over. In fact, all you need say to the 
men themselves is that some one in Port 
Townsend will see to their crossing over 
safely. 

" There are thirty more men whom I 
have not yet brought over. If they 
should inquire, please tell them it would 
take two more weeks before the papers 
can be ready. 'Whenlyoa receive the 
ten certificates, tell tbe men to band five 
at a time to the customs inspector on the 
ICingston, so that some time in thenigbt 
I can go out to the collector'a bouse and 
make the necessary arrangements with 
him. When the arraugeinents are made 
he will allow the ten men to come over, 
only let them come live a trip and on the 
ICingeton. From the sixth mouth when 
I began to iiiteriiretfor the customs until 
now, I have contracted to bring over 
150 people, besides three or four each 
trip of the China boat. All have landed 
wittiout difficulty, and you may tell the 
men that they have no occasion to fret 
or feel anxious, but juat talk a lot of 
Chinese and 1 will know what to s^y in 
lOnglish.
